STRIKE AT ELGIN IS SETTLED; 
COMPANY SIGNS UNION SCALE. 


General Manager Arnold Discharges 
Nonunion Men Employed and Agrees 
to All Demands Made. 


Through an agreement reached yesterday 
afternoon the strike which has tied up the 
Elgin-Belvidere electric line for the last six 
days was ended. General Manager Arnold 
signed the contract granting nearly all the 
demands made in the agreement presented 
by C. O. Pratt, chairman of the executive 
board of the railway employés’ union. 

this contract, which will be in force 
until June 30, 1908, the company promises to 
employ none but union men. The recogni- 
tion of the union was one of the main de- 
mands. Its refusal caused the strike. Men 
were given an increase of approximately 
2% cente per hour. 

General Manager Arnold discharged al! 
the strikebreakers, who, under James E. 
Farley, had charge of the lines since the 
strike began. Their work ended at 6 o'clock 
last evening. 

Union men who participated in the strike 
met at Marengo last evening and Organizer 
Pratt read the agreement, among the impor- 
tant specifications being the following: 

Those men in the employ of the 
on July 24 are to be returned to their former 
positions without discrimination. 

“The company agrees to meet and treat 
with properly accredited representatives of 
the Amalgamated association upon all ques- 
tions and differences that may arise in the 
future. 

“The company agrees to arbitrate all dit- 
ferences that cannot be amicably settled be- 
tween the parties to this contract. 

“ Where employés are d or dis- 
charged and upon investigation it is found 
that the employé is not at fault he shall be 
reinstated and paid for the time lost. 

A strike that may involve 3,000 structural 
iron workers, e „ and laborers is 
threatened at the naval training station now 
under construction at Lake Bluff. A strike 
of plumbers and lathers was called there 
yesterday, and the business agents threaten 
to call out all employés unless a settlement 
is made. 

The strike is jurisdictional in nature, the 
contractors accused of allowing labor- 
ers to do the work of lathers.

Mayor Busse was a witness of this grilling.

The chief agreed that Inspector Wheeler's 
previous efforts had been honest. He also 
agreed that there is nothing in the statutes 
or city ordinances regulating bath par- 
lors.“ and said he would see to it that an 
ordinance covering such places soon is . 
duced in the council. 

But raid every place that is not on the 
square,” commanded the chief. 

“TI don’t believe, that any place where a 
woman operator treats men is on the 
square,“ Inspector Wheeler remarked. ‘I 
believe these women are as indecent as those 
in the levee.” 

Well, go after them!“ said the chief. 

I'll raid every one in the district, and 
take them before the court on charges of 
running disorderly houses, Wheeler re- 
plied. “* Certain places of which I was sus- 
picious were always found to be conducted 
on the accepted proper lines when my men 
entered, and I have offered money out of 
my own pocket to get evidence against them, 
but my efforts were unsuccegsful. But I'll 
get them all, and let them show good charac- 
ter later. 

“ All right,” ‘anewered the chief, “and 
I'll look into the feasibility of having these 
masseuses pass examinations before one of 
the city physicians.’’ 


Saloonkeepers Must Obey Law. 

Inspector McCann showed a clean bill on 
the parlor bath question for the west side, 
and the other inspectors were told to make a 
more careful examination of their territories. 
Capt. Wood said he believed those in his ter- 
ritory were on the square,“ but he showed 
inclinations to back up Inspector Wheeler in 
raiding. 

Next came the saloon question, and the in- 
spectors began explaining about this or the 
other saloonkeeper being politically strong, 
and giving this and that excuse for not pull- 
ing down the blinds on Sundays. 

“ All blinds must be drawn on Sundays, 
and if any saloonkeeper gives you any lip 
about it and refuses report him to me and 
I'll revoke his license,” directed Chief Ship- 
py. * And see that better order is preserved; 
see that no women enter without escorts, 
and watch out for the music, and report any 
subordinate who accepts free drinks from 
saloonkeepers or enters saloons while on 
duty. 

“For integrity and general conduct I'll 
compare a given number of “policemen with 
preachers and show where the officers get 
none the worst of it by comparison, but there 
seems to be too much mixing up between po- 
licemen and women, said the c.ief. “ No 
omcer hereafter will converse in the streets 
with women, especially with those of doubt- 
ful character, and all must be exceedingly 
careful of their actions with girls after dark. 
A policeman ought to be able to judge whetb- 

girl is really ‘lost’ after night. If she 
is let the officer direct her home, but no sky- 
larking goes hereafter. All girls whose work 
keeps them out until late should be protect- 
ed from molestation. 


Loafing by Patrolmen Forbidden. 

“ Officers must not hereafter stand in pairs 
and threes at street corners 
they must keep out of saloons except when 
duty calls them there. I don’t want to hear 
of officers lounging around on beer kegs or 
store boxes. They must not flirt. and any 
business they have to conduct with their 
wives or other relatives should be attended 
to at home and not at the street corners. 
Attend to police duty and see that your men 
do so, and if your orders are disobeyed notify 
me and the trial board will take the matter 
up.“ 

Copies of anonymous complaints against 
the spread of disorderly houses in their dis- 
tricts were given to the inspectors and they 
were told to drive the places out if they 
really existed.

Father-in-Law 3 
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Priest Spends His Money to Prove 
Vrzal Family Was Poisoned 
by-a Woman.

for analysis. They are in the possession of 
scientists, who, I am confident, will report 
that he died of arsenical poisoning. 

“ Who. poisoned him Not Herman Bim. 
but the same person who poisoned the Vraal 
children, the father, and the mother. The 
father died in March, 1905, Mary died in 
Jujy, and it was just at that time that Emma 
Vraal went to visit the Niemann farm. The 
families had been friends through the sale 
by Niemann of milk to Martin Vraal, who 
ran a dairy. She remained there as the 
common law wife of Willlam Nitmann, 
Henrys son. The following August, that is 
in 1905, Henry Niemann died. 

“No death certificate was issued, and the 
old doctor who attended him said that he 
died of chronic alcoholism. The following 
December Tillie Vraal died. Then in the fall 
and winter of 1906 came the deaths of Rose 
and Ella and of the mother. 


Thinks Woman Had Motive. 
Emma was at the Niemann farm all this 
time, but she was going back and forth, visit- 
ing her family. She brought them fruit and 
vegetables and other provisions. Why, even 
the cnickens died from eating the refuse from 
the table. The pig became sick and Mrs. 
Vrzal had bim killed because she thought he 
was going to die. 
Then can.any one say Billik is guilty? 
ey said he killed the children for the insur- 
ance. Why one of them was insured for only 
$150 and another for stil! less. That wouldn't 
pay the funeral expenses. 
What would be the motive for her killing 


them? For killing Henry Niemann? She did 


it for the property. She got possession of the 
Niemann farm, and then she wanted the 
Vrzal home and the milk business. She got 
it when all the other members of the family 
died. 

How can any one figure that Mrs. Vrzal, 
the mother, wasthe co-conspirator with Bil- 
lik? When she died it was found there was 
arsenic in her liver. She committed suicide, 
it was true, but she took poison on Dec. 4, 
1906, and died on Dec. 5. Any poison taken 
on that day would have been found only in 
her stomach, but there was poison in her 
liver. It had been in her system for days, 
for months, perhaps. 


Escape of Jerry Vrzal. 


“The escape of Jerry Vraal was only 4 
narrow one and that was due to Billik, and 
then they say he wanted to kill the entire 
family. Jerry was sick and it was Billik 
who said he should be sent away and it was 
Billik who took him away until he recov- 
ered. 

“There was suspicion of the real poisoner 
at the time. William Niemann, who after 
living with Emma Vrzal for two years mar- 
ried her in February, 1907, died the following 
November. Five months Before his death 
he canceled an insurance policy upon his 
life, believing that would save him from the 
danger hanging over him. Suspicion was so 
strong that a coroner’s inquest was held and 
it was found that he died of alcoholiam. The 
first thing his widow said was: 

* You won't find any arsenic on his lips,’ 
but she admitted giving him 635 cents’ worth 
of Bohemian whisky almost until his death.” 


Tells How He Struck Trail. 


The story of his suspicions did not come 
so connectedly as this from the lips of the 
priest, but these were his contentions as

Kentucky Prelate Explains Mystery of 
Holy Sacrament at Closing Sessions 
of League at South Bend.

IMMIGRANTS AND THE FARM. 

Between the first of February and the 
last of June nearly 1,000 aliens were 
located upon farms through federal aid. 
The number is not large. But the sig- 
nificance of the movement cannot be 
underestimated. 

One of the difficulties connected with 
immigration has been that newcomers 
who have lived upon farms have been 
herding together in the congested quar- 
ters of large cities. Unfamiliar with city 
life and unable to adapt themselves to 
the changed environment, their lot has 
been anything but enviable. 

To secure a wiser distribution of ihe 
incoming aliens has been the aim of the 
division of information of the bureau of 
immigration and naturalization. Nearly 
a million double postal cards of inquiry 
have been sent out to various parte of 
the country. As a result immigrants from 
twenty-six nationalities have been located 
as helpers on farms. 

Thirty-one states are represented in the 
first report, Vermont leading with 227 
assignments. Delaware, Indiana, South 
Dakota, and West Virginia have re- 
ceived one each, Massachusetts, Montana, 
and North Carolina two each, with other 
states varying from three to 181, 

These results are not striking. It is 
the possibilities in the plan which eom- 
mend it to further experiment. The 91 
Tislon will push the canvass vigbrously 
from this time on. Millions of inquiries 
will be sent out. Refurns may be slow. 
But there is reason for hope that future 
accomplishments will be notable. There 
has been almost no attempt to direct im- 
migrants wisely. They have been ieft 
to work out their own destiny. Intelli- 
gent activity along this line may go for 
toward settling one of the most important 
of American problems. The results thus 
far attained are full of encouragement.

King Gustav of Sweden assigned Gen. 
Baron Rapp to de in attendance upon Presi- 
dent Fallieres during the latter's recent visit 
to Sweden, and in one respect the selection 
was a particularly happy one. For the gen- 
eral, who is of French origin, and a grand- 
son of that Gen. Rapp who routed the Rus- 
sian guard at the battle of Austerlits, and 
defended Dantzig during its siege of more 
than twelve monthe, hastened to France on 
the outbreak of the war of 1870, volunteered 
for service in the field, and fought during the 
greater part of the campaign against the 
Germans, being decorated on the battlefield 
with the Legion of Honor for cénspicuoue 
gallantry, and likewise receiving a bad 
wound. 

He was a great favorite with the late King 
Oscar, and for a number of years was his 
minister of war. But he labors under one 
disadvantage, which has involved him in 
many a queer contretemps as minister of 
war, as a commanding general, and as a 
dignitary of the court of Stockholm—name- 
ly: absentmindedness. 

On one occasion King Oscar summoned a 
cabinet council the palace at Stockholm, 
and, behind time, the general hurried on 
foot across the so-called northern bridge, 
from the war department to the royal abode. 
He was, as required by the regulations, in 
full uniform and covered with decorations. 
But in his haste he had donned at the last 
moment, not his plumed chapeau but the 
tall silk hat which is his ordinary headgear 
when in civilian attire. As he was alone 
there was no A. D. C. to call his attention 
to the incongruity of his costume; and, 
moreover, though warm hearted, he ts so 
shorttempered that none of the strangers 
who met him on the bridge, wh is one of 
the most crowded thoroughfares of Stock- 
holm, ventured to stop him. 

King Oscar, as well as the remainder of 
the ministers, happened to be at the windows 
of the council chamber awaiting his ar- 
rival when he crossed the square in front of 
the palace, and after a moment of profound 
silence, due to stupefaction, they one and 
all burst into a fit of loud laughter, which 
was only increased when the general entered 
the room, panting and blowing from the ex- 
cess of his haste. After unmercifully chaff- 
ing him for his absence of mind, King Oscar 
inflicted upon the general a nce of three 
days’ arrest for disobedience tô that clause 
of the military regulations which prohibits 
civilian attire to be worn in conjunction with 


military uniform, either es on or off duty. 


An indignant Scotchman: has written to 
challenge my statement in these letters the 
other day that whisky, like the kilt, was of 
Irish rather than of Scotch origin. When 
the English invaded Ireland in the reign of 
King Henry II.—that is to say, in 1172—they 
found that whisky, to which they gave the 
name of aqua vite, but which the natives 
style usquebaugh, was the drink of the coun- 
try. Up to the time of- King Henry VIII. the 
distillation was almost entirely in the hands 
of the Irish clergy, who enjoyed in those 
days a virtual monopoly of learning and sci- 
ence. But after the dissolution of the mon- 
agteries the secret of its manufacture be- 
came widely known, and the distillation so 
general, that Queen Mary of sanguinary 
memory first enac a law prohibiting its 
distillation in Irelaud except by license. 

It was not until the end of the fifteenth 
céntury that it became known In Scotland, 
and the first authoritative~mention of it in 
hat country is to be found in the accounts of 

e lord high treasurer for the year 1494, 
where the exchequer rolls show a delivery to 
Friar John Cor of eight bolls of malt to 
make aqua vite for the king.“ That it was 
not largely manufactured or in general use 
at the time is shown by the rarity of its 
mention in those days. And incidentally I 
may recall the fact that when Shakespeare 
causes Lady Macbeth to drug the grooms of 
Duncan on the night of the murder their drink 
is referred to in the tragedy as possets, 
which is a mixture of hot ale, milk, sugar, 
and spice, and not as whisk}. 

In the sixteenth century, however, the lat- 
ter seems to have become more popular. For 
in 1579 a law was enacted at Edinburgh de- 
creeing that no one should make or sell 
aqua vite, or whisky, from the ist of De- 
cember to the ist of October next, “ except 
earls, lords, barons, and gentlemen, save for 
their own use. The great Dr. Samuel John- 
son and his companion, Boswell, are said 
to have been reduced to silence by whisky 
during their my of the highlands, which 

or the potency of the Hquor. 

But it is astonishing how seldom whisky 
is mentioned in Scottish literature, and until 
comparatively recent times French Bordeaux 
wines were the favorite form of liquid re- 
freshment among the upper classes in Scot- 
land, while if something more stimulating 
was needed recourse was had to brandy. ,

8 in September and October 
can be had from the open garden almost 
as easily as lettuce and radishes. Strantze- 
ly enough, a simple, method of culture is 


but little known or practiced. Now is fhe 
time to plant the spawn for the first ¢rop, 


then again in two weeks, and in a month 


from now the last planting. It takes from 
five to seven weeks for thé mushrooms to 
mature—that is, the first. 

When the first appear the crop from one 
planting will continue under favorable condi- 
tions for a month or longer. The last two 
weeks in September and the first two weeks 
in October is, as a rule, ideal weather. A 
night temperature from 30 to 65 degrees, 
with oceasional showers and dewy morns, is 
when mushrooms are in perfection. No 
artificial, growm in the dark mushrooms 
have the flavor of those grown in the open, 
and in comparison are as a mutton chop 
from a southdown is to a chop from 4 
merino ranger. 

To be successful the ground must be 
firm and packed. Loose ground should be 
avoided. Some places suitable are under 
currant or gooseberry bushes, among shrub- 
bery, among geraniums or other beds of 
flowers, borders where perennials are 
grown, between late cabbages or other vege- 
tables, in the grass on lawns, especially for 
the late crop, but not under the shade of 
large trees, the drippings from rain being 
fatal to success. 

-o- 

First of all, one must have fresh spawn 
of the best quality. That which comes in 
bricks is preferable to the flaked or loose 
Kind. Spawn must be carefully divided. 
Tack the briek on a board, then with a 
saw make at equal distances five cuts cross- 
wise. This will give six pieces. Divide 
each of these into three parts. Then one 
brick gives eighteen pieces. No set rule 
for distance apart is absolute. 

It is well if in isolated places like under 
currant bushes or shrubs to plant in groups 
of three or four, four inches apart. When 
spawn is divided soak in 4 pail of water 
for am hour, or just long enough for the 
cubes to get wet through, and no longer. 
Do not let them remain in water all night; 
that is death. With a stake two and a halt 
inches square make holes four inc deep; 
drop one piece in each hole, cover up, and 
then ram down as hard as possible, level the 
surface, and then the planting is completed. 
This making firm is one of the most im- 
portant factors leading to success. 

If the weather continues extremely dry 
water twice a week, but avoid continued 
drenching, as too much moisture destroys 
the delicate spawn filaments, which re- 
semble in their ramifications the thinnest size 
of cotton twine, with here and there a 
cambination of knots. 

It is from these interrupted knots mush- 
rooms start. It is not advisable to dig 
up a group of specimens to any extent, but 
there is no reason. Why an investigation 
should not be made at the end of the month 
after planting to find out if there is some- 
thing doing. If the crop bids fair there will 
be numerous white, stringlike filaments 
going through the soll from the origina} 
cube of spawn.

How to Bone Collars. 

The. collars on all the waists are higher 
than they have been for years, but, strange 
to say, they are not at all un comfortable.

Many people prefer featherbone to the 
prepared supporters, and when these are 
to be sewed into a wash waist the best way 
is to sew little tape pockets into the collar 
and slip the bones into these, so that when 
the waist is ready for the laundry they can 
be removed easily and replaced easily.

Suddenly a man on a bicycle came forward 
and offered his lantern. As it would not detach 
from the bicycle the whole machine was placed 
between Schuster and Miller in front of the car 
and the policeman expressed himeelf as satisfied 
and the trip was made doWn the Boulevard des 
Capucines to a garage. 
From there the party went to the Grand hotel, 
where George St. Chaffray gave a supper. Amer- 
icans clustered on all sides to meet the men. Many 
bad seen the beginning of the race, but said they 
never expected to see the finizh. 
The car which left Liego early today had been 
accompanied from Cologne to Liege by a party 
from Ameterdam touring Europe which had gone 
to Cologne especially to meet the Thomas. In 
Cologne an unpleasant incident happened at the 
Cathedral hotel. When the four dirty men de- 
scended from the car and asked for dinner they 
were bent to the servants’ dining room. In the 
race around the world, Schuster said, it was the 
first indignity offered them. The proprietor said 
he didn’t understand and apologized profusely, and 
then escorted them to the main dining room, where 
everybody asked for autographs of the travelers.

Strength Brought by Harmony. 

No formal announcement fegarding this 
matter was made, however, until after the 
trading had ended, and then the official 
statement was confided to the bear world 
that the $8,000,000 of notes would be cared 
for upon maturity. The general under- 
standing is that the arrangements connected 
with this affair have been such as to promise 
harmony in both the eastern and western 
railroad flelds, with the strong probability 
that the transaction will redound to the bene- 
fit of the Erie ultimately. 

The news of the establishment of har- 
monious relations between important figures 
in the financial world was unquestionably 
one of the factors in the strength of the 
market.

Money markets were again easy, further 
shipments of gold to Canada, in preparation 
presumably’ for the Canadian crop move-
